REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

2. The rejection of claims 13, 16-21, 24-28, 31-52 made under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 

being unpatentable over Chiaramonte et al (The Journal of Immunology, Vol. 162, 

pages 920-930, January 1999) in view of Feldmann et al, (Springer Seminars in 

Immunopatholgoy, Vol. 20, pages 21 1-228, 1998), is withdrawn, because the 

Declaration filed under §1 .131 by Dr. Wynn is found persuasive. . Dr. Wynn states that 

he is a co-author of the Chiaramonte et al reference (Journal of Immunology 162:920- 

930, 1999) and that this reference describes Applicant's own work. Dr. Wynn also states 

that Co-authors Monica Chiramonte, Tamlyn Y. Neben, and Debra D. Donaldson are 

co-inventors of the current application and that the remaining co-authors, Lisa R. 

Sehopf and Allen W. Cheever are not co-inventors of the subject matter claimed in the 

present patent application. Accordingly, Applicants have overcome this rejection.
